Camden apparently had most of 


what Eastman wanted, 
railroads, 
a river, a central location, and a 
large reservoir of labor capable of 
being trained in various skills.

Then the state government sudden- 
ly declared that only half of your 
federal income could be deducted 
as an expense when 
computing 


_ the state return. And, finally, the 
'.'stale refused to allow any deduc- 


tion for the federal tax whatso- 
ever. 


You don't reckon with this 
in 
Texas, which has no state income 
tax.

120 - mile an 


hour punch at Florida's rich gold 
coast today. 


A 10 a. m. warning from 
the 


Miami weather bureau 
said 
the 


storm was centered 100 miles due 
zasi of Miami and was due to hit 
.he 40,000 population resort town of 
Ft. Lauderdalc at 4 p. m. EST. 


Miami, 20 miles south of Ft. Lau- 
lerdale, will receive winds of bare 
nurricane 
force, 
about 75 miles 
per hour, the weather bureau said. 


The storm 
was 
moving 
west, 


northwest from 
its 
position off 


Miami. If it continued overland on 
its present course it would strike 
across the everglades swamp and 
race into the gulf of Mexico be- 
tween Saratoga and Tampa. 


The whole southern half of the 


Florida peninsula —the resort gold 
coast and the 
fertile farmlands 


south of Lake Okeechobee — was 
buttoned up tight for the storm. 


"The greatest danger is expect- 


ed from Ft. Lauderdale to Stuart," 
the advisory said, "where 
winds 


will be strongest. . with high tides." 
In Fr. Lauderdale, yacht 
and 


fishing haven laced with canals, 
boats o£ all sizes 
from 
palatial 


pleasure yachts to 
small 
fishing 


craft here being moved inland up 
the canals away from the ocean 
front. 


Greater Miami's 400,000 popula- 


tion, fattened by a VFW conven- 
tion which drew 10,000 and vaca- 
tionists here for the biggest sum- 
mer tourist season in history, was 
fully prepared for a more power- 
ful storm. 


Plate glass windows along Flag- 
ler street, Biscayne boulevard and 
the other avenues of the business 
district were boarded up or

never has occurred before the sec- 
ond week in September. 


"If the peak is reached early, 
the reduction in cases is 
slower 


than if it comes later. When 
the 


peak is reached late, the number 
of new cases reported drops rap- 
idly." 


Dr. Van Riper said this year's 


record of cases shows a sharp rise 
week by week since early spring, 
without even temporary drops. 
This year has been marked by 


an increased polio total to date, as 
compared with 1948, in 38 states.

Huey 
Long is said to have 
remarked 


that when fascism came it would 
come disguised as the antithesis of 
fascism, ills own share our wealth 
program certainly was fascism but 
he never bothered to deny that it 
was. He concentrated on positive 
salesmanship through hypnotism. 
In this he imitated Mussolini and 
Hitler. So did Roosevelt. They all 
lighted the skies with their person- 
alities, trying to deity themselves 
so that criticism of their programs 
would be turned off as blasphemy. 
Such little as we know of Russia 
does not indicate that Lenin, Trot- 
sky or Stalin stooped to cultivate 
the emotional favor of the people 
Dealing with clods they used the 
methods of the czars. That is the 
difference between bolshevism and 
the fascist variations of the same 
thing. It is not an important dif- 
ference. 


"The Italian nation is an organ- 


ism having ends, a life, and means 
superior in power 
to 
the 
single 


individuals or groups 
composing 


it," said the book of fascism. "It 
is a moral, political and economic 
unit." 
Roosevelt in honesty could 
not 


have found fault with that. In so 
many words he never did. He con- 
stantly held that 
the 
individual 


person was only part of a

man. 
He invited the individual to 


join a union, to sacrifice 'his indi- 
viduality, and become a force in

with
